What the country needs Is re­ 
storation of normal industrial condi­

The scope of the Federal Meat In­ 
spection Service, of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, 
can 
be 
seen from the following figures: Dur­ 
ing the last decal year t52,2R2,542 ani­ 
mals of all kinds received inspection. 
Of these, nearly 200,000 were con­ 
demned, in whole, and nearly 700,000 
were condemned In part. 
There are 
802 establishments operating under the 
Federal Meat Inspection. 
In addition to the duty of the in­ 
spection of animals, both before and 
after slaughter, It Is the duty of this 
service to Inspect all meat products, 
such as bacon, sausage, lard, oleo­ 
margarine, etc, 
From 2,000 to 2,500 
trained inspectors are required iii the 
.'.feat Inspection .Service.

RUSSIAN CHILDREN 


The muss feeding of 1,200,000 Rus­ 
sian children this winter by the Amer­ 
ican Relief Administration is a char­ 
ity supported by the American public. 
The sale of Food Remittances by the 
American Relief Administration is a 
separate operation which makes it pos­ 
sible for adult victims of the Russian 
famine to receive foot! purchased for 
them iii the United States by friends 
or relatives resident here. 
It was not until the child-feeding 
program was well tinder way thut 
Herbert 
Hoover, 
Chairman 
of 
the 
American Relief Administration, took 
up with the Soviet authorities Hie 
question of Food Remittances. 
Colo­ 
nel William H. Musket], American Re­ 
lief Adminstration director in Russia, 
after a survey of the situation, cabled 
Mr. Hoover that 15,000,000 people were 
on the verge of starvation aud that 
an equal number, inhabitants of the 
‘food shortage " belt surrounding the 
actual famine area, were rapidly ap­ 
proaching that state. 
This a tate men t 
was 
approved 
by 
Walter 
Lyman 
Brown, director in Europe for all 
American Relief Administration oper­ 
ations. a man of experience in such 
surveys, 
Dr. Vernon Kellogg, execu­ 
tive Secretary of the 
National 
Re­ 
search Council, Washington, 
I). 
('., 
then went into the famine districts 
of Russia and returned after a survey 
Which corroborated both Mr. Brown’s 
and Col. Haskell’s. 
Obviously, one free meal to 1,300,- 
000 children, all that the present re­ 
sources of the A.R.A., justify it in 
undertaking in tile way of charity, 
can not reach half the children caught 
In this visitation of the sins of (he 
world upon the children, and there 
still remain the adults to lie fed. The 
logical solution of the problem was 
the adoption of some plan whereby 
Russians in the United States ami 
Americans of Russian extraction, with 
the will and the means to help their 
kinsfolk, could be enabled to purchase 
the maximum quantity 
of 
properly 
planned foodstuff's, and to receive as­ 
surance that it wuld be delivered to 
tho persons they might designate. 
During the 1919-1920 operations of 
the A.ILA. in Central Europe, Food 
Drafts, similar in principle to the Food 
Remittances now being sold tor Rus­ 
sia, proved most successful in sus­ 
taining large numbers of the popula­ 
tion of Austria, Poland 
and 
other 
countries who were connected by ties 
of blood or friendship with residents 
of America. 
'I’his result could have 
been achieved in no other conceivable 
way. 
The bringing of food into any coun­ 
try faced with the difficulties thai 
now confront Russia, in a manner that 


floes not require the Inhabitants of 
that country to give anything out of 
their own meagre stores in exchange 
always is a distinct step toward re­ 
storing the eeonomk* balance.

The scope of the Federal Meat In ­ 
spection Service, of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, 
can 
be 
seen from the following figures: Dur­ 
ing the last fiscal year 6^,262,542 ani­ 
mals of all kinds received inspection. 
Of these, nearly 200,000 were con­ 
demned, in whole, and nearly 700,000 
were condemned in part. 
There are 
892 establishments operating under the 
Federal Meat Inspection. 
In addition to the duty of the in­ 
spection of animals, both before and 
after slaughter, it is the duty of this 
service to inspect all meat products, 
such as bacon, sausage, lard, oleo­ 
m argarine, etc. 
From 2,000 to 2,500 
trained Inspectors are required In the 
Meat Inspection Service.
